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Port  and  Market  Activities :  EDA  is  responsible  for  578 
miles  of  waterfront  and  160  City-owned  piers,   as  well 
as  the  operation  of  all  City-owned  markets. 

The  agency,   through  its  Dspartment  of  Ports  & 
Terminals,  has  provided  considerable  impetus  to  the 
creation  of  one  of  the  most  advanced  port  facilities 
in  the  world,  by  assigning  over  350  acres  of  waterfront 
for  modern  container  and  break-bulk  cargo  operations. 
New  York's  first  full  scale  containerport  is  the 
Northeast  Terminal.     Major  facilities  for  cargo-handling 
are  p] anned  or  being  constructed  along  both     the  Brooklyn 
and  Staten  Island  waterfronts. 

To  lfieti t   the   incrpasi  nrf   nt^  marine;    or    ■trne    C  I'll  i. S S  d.nd 

tourist  business,  EDA  has  successfully  secured  funds  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  midtown  Passenger  Ship 
Terminal  which  will  be  integrated  with  a  new  convention 
center  complex  on  the  City's  Hudson  River  waterfront. 

As  part  of  the  agency's  drive  toward  efficiency  of 
operations  of  city-owned  markets,  EDA  has  turned  all 
city-owned  retail  markets  into  cooperatives  and  plans 
the  same  change  in  regard  to  wholesale  markets. 

This  agency  has  overseen  the  development  of  the 
Hunts  Point  Market,   the  world's  largest  wholesale  produce 
terminal  and  food  center  complex.     When  completed,  this 
complex,  will  provide  produce  and  food  products  for  the 
entire  North  Eastern  United  States  and  will  utilize  all 
surface  means  of  transport  --  truck,   rail  and  ship. 

Similar  modernization  is  planned  for  other  city-owned 
market  facilities. 


The  New  York  City  Economic  Development  Admini- 
stration has  broad  responsibilities  as  both  a 
development  and  service  agency  in  defining  the  Admini- 
stration's economic  policy  and  in  promoting  industrial, 
commercial  and  maritime  development.     It  is  charged 
with  monitoring  and  stimulating  the  economy.  EDA 
coordinates  public  and  private  investment  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  and  its  residents. 

The  constituent  departments  of  this  super-agency 
include  the  Department  of  Commerce  &  Industry, 
i  riS'Oiin s ih)  i  £  tnr  fho  r,T_+-Tr •  e   industrial  renewal  -   cr-~~r. r 
cial  revitalization  and  community  business  development 
programs;   and  the  Department  of  Ports  &  Terminals, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  modernization  and  redevel- 
opment of  the  City's  maritime  facilities  and  the 
consolidation  and  operation  of  the  City's  markets. 

Commercial  and  Industrial  Activities:  A  prime  function 
of  EDA  is  the  acquisition  and  leasing  of  available 
underdeveloped  land  suitable  for  commercial  and  indus- 
trial uses.     Under  its  industrial  renewal  program,  a 
total  of  1,615  acres  of  city-owned  land  is  being  devel- 
oped or  is  in  the  planning  stages.     The  pilot  industrial 
park  at  Flatlands ,  Brooklyn,   as  an  example,   has  converted 
an  industrial  wasteland  that  yielded  only  $80,000  per 
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year  in  taxes,  into  a  thriving  manufacturing  center 
that  will  produce  over  9,000  jobs  and  an  annual  tax 
income  to  the  City  of  $3  million. 

The  agency  has  also  concentrated  considerable 
efforts  in  promoting  the  development  of  downtown 
borough  " subcenters . "     This  program  is  designed  to 
provide  the  advantages  of  downtown  to  New  York's 
"outer  boroughs"  with  a  combination  of  office,  retail, 
manufacturing,   educational  and  cultural  facilities  all 
within  walking  distance  of  each  other.     For  example, 
Brooklyn  Center,   located  at  the  borough's  mass-transit 
crossroads      "ill    crr.v.r.rr.t"   CJVrVr    ?n  -000    t <~'V>S    £ •  -i.    -•  -vide 
range  of  skills. 

EDA  has  been  successful  in  obtaining  federal  desig 
nation  for  proverty-impacted  areas  such  as  the  South 
Bronx  and  the  Lower  East  Side.     This  designation  will 
enable  these  areas  to  receive  financial  and  technical 
assistance  from  the  federal  government  for  economic 
development  and  rehabilitation.     A  $2.7  million  Federal 
grant  for  a  new  health  center  on  the  Lower  East  Side 
has  recently  been  approved. 

EDA  has  developed  a  dynamic  relationship  with  the 
private  sector  of  New  York  City's  industrial  and  com- 
mercial communities  through  organizations  specifically 
concerned  with  the  City's  economic  growth  and  image 
building . 
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CONSOLIDATED  PAS SENGER  SHIP  TERMINALS 

The  Consolidated  Passengsrship  Terminals  on 
the  Hudson  River  are  being  developed  jointly  by 
EDA  and  Port  Authority  of  New  York.     The  $30 
million  construction  plans  caLl  for  development 
of  Piers  88,  90,  92    (between  48th  and  52nd  Streets) 
-and  Pier  40   fbetween  Morton  and  Spring  Streets) . 

The  terminals  will  revitalize  the  waterfront 
economy  of  Manhattan  and  New  York's  passengership 
industry  by  serving  over  800  ,000  trans-oceanic 
passengers  per  year. 


BUSH  TERMINAL  V\JX& 

The  City  purchased  Bush  Terminal  for  $8.5 
million  from  Bush  Universal  Corporation  for 
Von g^te, rjra  redevelopment  as  a  container  port, 
Located  on  the  Brooklyn  Waterfront  south  of  the 
Gowanus  Bay,  the  City  has  leased  the  Terminal  to 
Universal  Terminal  and  Stevedoring,  Inc.    (UT&S) , 
a  subsidiary  of  Bush  Universal.     Currently,  UT&S 
has  a  breakbulk  operation  involving  approximately 
450,000  tons  of  cargo  annually. 


TTT  TRAILERSHIP  TERMINAL 

A  major  containerport  terminal  at  Stapleton, 
Staten  Island  is  being  built  by  Trans american 
Trailer  Transport,  Inc.    (TTT) .     Under  an  agreement 
with  the  Department  of  Ports    md  Terminals,  a  42 
acre  site  for  a  "roll-on,  roll-off"  trailership 
cargo  operation  will  be  developed.     The  terminal 
will  occupy  20  acres  of  land-fill  between  the 
existing  Stapleton  piers,  plus   22  acres  of  upland. 
Currently,  TTT  has  two  ships  with  a  capacity  of 
400  vehicles  in  addition  to  260  forty-foot  trailers

AIR-CARGO  HANDLING  FACILITY 

The  Chelsea  piers  on  Manhattan's  Hudson  River 
waterfront  will  be  redeveloped  as  a  major  air-cargo 
facility  providing  2,000  additional  jobs  for  the 
City's  waterfront  and  transportation  industries. 
The  facility  will  become  a  central  storage  and 
distribution  point  for  cargo  coming  into  Kennedy 
International  Airport  for  distribution  in  New  York 
City.     The  piers,  located  between  17th  and  23rd 
Streets,   covering  1.5  million  square  feet  of  space

will  be  operated  by  MPS  International,  a  major 
distributing  company.  The  facility  will  allow 
consolidation  of  operations  and  a  reduction  of 
both  truck  traffic  and  air  pollution. 


BROOKLYN  ARMY  TERMINAL 

New  York  City  has  agreed  to  lease  'a  portion 
of  the  110 -acre  Brooklyn  Army  Terminal  from  the 
Federal  Government^ to  the  Department  of  Ports  and 
Terminals  which  will  convert  the  terminal  into  a 
modern  containerport,  with  a  direct  ship-to-rail 
link.     Currently,  this  Terminal's  maritime 
facilities  handle  over  200  ,000  tons  of  cargo.1?  The 
City  anticipates  further  acquisition  and  maritime 
cargo  conversion  at  this  site  in  order  to  keep  it 
competitive  with  other  American  ports.

The  Northeast  Marine  Terminal,  located  ijr' 


between  33rd  Street  and  39th  Street  in  Brooklyn, 
is  an  11-pier  facility  presently  employing  700 
longshoremen  and  handling  500,000  tons  of  cargo 
per  year.     The  $10.5  million  terminal  will  be 
completely  equipped  and  expanded  for  container 
and  break-bulk  cargo  operations ,  quadrupling  its 
capacity  to  2  million  tons  annually.

There  will  be  a  modern  two-berth  containership 
terminal  along  with  container  stuffing-stripping  space, 
storage  area,  and  backup  area.

The  project  will  result  in  the  creation  of  500  new 
pier  jobs  and  2,200  trade-related  jobs.     This  is  a 
joint  venture  of  the  City  and  Port  Authority. 
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BROOKLYN  NAVY  YARD 

The  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  purchased  by  the  City 
from  the  Federal  Government  for  $24  million,   is  being 
redeveloped  by  the  Commerce  Labor  Industry  Corporation 
of  Kings   (CLICK)    in  cooperation  with  EDA. 

One  thousand  new  jobs  will  be  created  in  two 
phases:     Phase  I  provides  for  short-term  rental  of 
existing  facilities.     The  largest  tenant,  Seatrain 
Shipbuilding  Corporation,   is  filling  $170  million  in 
shipbuilding  contracts  under  Phase  I. 

Phase  II  calls  for  the  rehabilitation  of  key 
structures,   the  demolition  of  obsolete  buildinqs, 
land  fill,  and  construction  of  modern  industrial 
facilities. 


WILLIAMSBURG  INDUSTRIAL  RENEWAL  PROJECT 

Three  sites  totalling  486,000  square  feet  of 
industrial  space  are  to  be  developed  in  the  Williamsburg 
section  of  Brooklyn.     Over  1,000  new  jobs  will  be 
generated  at  these  sites  bounded  by  Clymer  Street, 
Wythe  Street,  Keap  Street  and  Kent  Avenue. 
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GREENPOINT   INDUSTRIAL  RENEWAL  AREA 


The  Greenpoint  industrial  area  in  Brooklyn, 
consists  of  100  total  acres,   75  acres  of  which  are 
to  be  redeveloped  for  industrial  renewal.  The 
completed  project,  bounded  by  Newton  Creek,  McGuinness 
Avenue,   and  the  Brooklyn-Queens  Expressway,  will  provide

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CONEY   ISLAND  INDUSTRIAL  AREA 


A  145,000  square  foot  area  of  Brooklyn  is  being 
developed  within  a  tract  bounded  by  Cropsey  Avenue, 
Coney  Island  Creek,   Stillwell  Avenue  and  Neptune 
Avenue.

New  York  City,   charged  with  the  operation  of 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  #1-  has  opened  a  new  interim, 
60,000  square  feet  facility  in  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard 
to  replace  the  antiquated  zone  facility  on  Staten 
Island.     A  larger,  permanent  zone  is  planned  which 
will  contain  various  processing  and  warehousing 
operations .

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FLATLANDS   INDUSTRIAL  PARK 

Flatlands  Industrial  Park,  Brooklyn,  was  the 
City's  first  industrial  renewal  project  and  one  of 
the  nation's  first  in-city  industrial  parks.  The 
96-acre  Park,  now  almost  totally  developed,  contains 
nine  manufacturing  and  companion-industry  companies 
and  will  provide  more  than  4,000  jobs.     Created  with 
this  Park  was  the  City's  first  day-care  center  linked 
to  an  industrial  development. 

Flatlands,  bounded  by  Linden  Boulevard,  Rockaway 
Avenue,  Farragut  Road  and  East  10  8th  Street,  will  serve 
as  the  model  for  all  other  industrial  parks  being 
developed. 


COLLEGE  POINT  INDUSTRIAL  PARK 

This  Queens  industrial  park,   consisting  of  560 
acres  of  under-developed  and  unimproved  land,   is  now 
under  construction  and  improvement  for  manufacturing, 
warehousing  and  distribution  facilities.     Bounded  by 
the  Whitestone  Expressway,  Flushing  Bay,   2  8th  Avenue, 
130th  Street,  and  15th  Avenue,   the  improved  parcels 
of  up  to  25  acres  are  expected  to  generate  16,500  new 
jobs . 
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MARKET  DEVELOPMENT 
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HUNTS   POINT  FOOD  CENTER 

This  200  acre  complex  located  in  the  southeast 
Bronx  is  designed  to  accommodate  modern,  efficient 
wholesale  food  processing  and  distribution. 

The  center  developed  at  a  cost  of  $107  million 
is  a  revenue  generating  operation  which  is  creating 
6,500  new  jobs. 


HUNTS  POINT  PRODUCE  TERMINAL 

Hunts  Point  Produce  Terminal  part  of  this 
food  center  complex  is  the  largest  in  the  world. 
It  servas  as  the  central  distribution  point  for 
the  metropolitan  area  and  beyond.     All  fresh 
produce  is  sold  through  the  150  wholesale  stores 
located  hei«e. 

Served  by  all  modes  of  surface  transportation  - 
truck,   rail  and  ship  -  the  Market  provides  $2,500,000 
annual  revenue  in  rents  and  employs  over  4,0  00  people 
mostly  from  the  hard  core  unemployed  /  unskilled 
minority  groups. 


BROOKLYN  WHOLESALE  MEAT  MARKET 

A  new  $19.1  million  dollar  Brooklyn  Meat  Market 
is  being  constructed  to  replace  the  existing,  obsoli 
Fort  Greene  Market. 

The  new  market  located  at  L>5th  St.   and  1st  Ave, 
calls  for  the  construction  of  four  buildings  with 
200,000  sq.   ft.  of  space.

BRONX  TERMINAL  MARKET 

Through  leasing  arrangements  from  the  Economic 
i  iduo^rinnio^f  AcLiiiiriis tra-*- ion    tfic  OT^erat. i  on     — c3. 
development  of  this  19  acre  market  complex  has  been 
transferred  to  a  private  developer-operator. 

Under  terms  of  the  lease,  the  operator- 
developer  has  taken  over  the  daily  operation  of 
the  market,  will  improve  its  physical  environs  and 
will  construct  industrial  space  on  under-utilized 
portions  of  the  market  to  increase  the  job  potential 
of  the  site. 
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HUNTS  POINT  DEEP-WATER  FACILITY 

A  new  $37  million  deepwater  container  facility 
and  a  huge  refrigerated  warehouse  which  will  capture  6  5% 
of  the  total  meat  imports  to  the  United  States  has  been 
agreed  to  by  the  City  and  a  developer/operator. 

The  project  will  provide  a  total  2,000  new  jobs  by 
completion,  and  200  jobs  immediately  with  an  annual 
payroll  of  $1,100,000. 

The  project  will  occupy  40  acres  on  the  East  river 
shore  front  of  the  Hunts  Point  Food  Center  with  a 
T-shoped  two-berth  pier,  1700  ft.   long  and  capable  of 
accommodating  second  and  third  generation  containerships , 
e.s  well  as  lighterage.     The  5  million  cubic  ft.  warehouse 
will  handle  over  700  million  pounds  of  meat  annually.

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JAMAICA  CENTER  REDEVELOPMENT  PROJECT 

The  Jamaica  Center  is  the  inter-borough  down- 
town complex  planned  for  Queens. 

Supported  by  the  private  sector  as  well  as 
government  agencies,  the  area  bounded  by  Jamaica 
Avenue,   16  6th  Street  ,  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
and  150th  Street,  will  be  totally  rehabilitated 
from  its  present  urban  renewal  designation. 

The  Center  will  include  extensive  office 
space,   a  new  subway  station  -  the  first  subway 
extension  in  40  years,  the  removal  of  the  Jamaica 

garage  tower  complex. 

BROOKLYN  DOWNTOWN  REDEVELOPMENT  CENTER 

The  downtown  Brooklyn  area,  at  its  mass  transit 
cross-roads,  is  being  redeveloped  to  provide  a 
"planned  proximity"  sub-center  of  office,  retail, 
light  industrial,  educational  and  cultural  space  in 
easy  access  to  each  other. 

Phase  two  of  the  multimillion-dollar  project 
provides  5  million  sq.   ft.   of  space  and  will  generate 
20,000  new  jobs. 

The  first  tenants  of  the  development  are  the 
New  York  Telphone  Co.   and  Consolidated  Edison  Co. , 
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whose  structure  is  already  completed.     The  project 
calls  for  new  construction  along  both  sides  of 
Flatbush  Avenue  and  Flatbush  Avenue  Extention 
from  Lafayette  Place  to  Myrtle  Avenue. 


FORDHAM  ROAD  COMMERCIAL  REDEVELOPMENT  COMPLEX 

The  Fordham  Road  Development  area  will  cover 
ten  acres  in  the     Northwest  section  of  the  Bronx. 

The  complex  will  incorporate  EDA's  policy  of

revive  outer-borough  business  areas.     It  will  include 
both  retail  and  commercial  space  developed  jointly 
with  the  private  sector. 

CONVENTION-EXHIBITION  CENTER 

The  largest  convention-exhibition  center  complex 
in  the  world  will  be  built  in  Manhattan  on  the  site 
of  Piers  84  through  86  on  the  Hudson  River  including 
the  two  blocks  bounded  by  45th  to  47th  Streets  and 
11th  and  12th  Avenues.     Plans  calls  for  1.5  million 
sq.   ft.  of  space  with  750,000  sq.   ft.   set  aside  for 
exhibition  purposes. 

The  $100  million  dollar  project  includes  such 
supportative  facilities  as  a  hotel,  restaurants  and 
parking  garages. 
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YANKEE  STADIUM  AND  AREA  REDEVELOPMENT 

The  Yankee  Stadium  Redevelopment  project 

includes  the  acquisition  of  approximately  20 

acres  of  land  in  addition  to  the  Stadium  itself, 

and  six  adjacent  parking  lots. 

Design  plans  call  for  a  major  rehabilitation 

of  the  stadium,   enlargement  of  parking  facilities, 

and  additional  ramps  for  the  nearby  Major  Deegan 

Expressway  interchange. 

Environmental  changes  throughout  those  areas 

adjacent  to  the  stadium  include  new  landscoping, 

redevelopment  along  River  Avenue  adjacent  to  the 
Stadium. 


SOUTH  STREET  SEAPORT 

The  preservation  and  revitalization  of  the  South 
Street  Seaport,  one  of  the  last  vestiges  of  early 
New  York's  nautical  heritage,  is  an  intergral  part  of 
EDA's  commitment  to  the  City's  cultural  and  recreational 
environment.     It  is  located  six  blocks  south  of  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  and  is  bounded  by  South  Street,  John 
Street,  Water  Street  and  Peck  Slip.     The  historic  ships 
docked  there  are  in  the  process  of  being  refitted.  The 
Seaport  project  includes  the  restoration  of  18th  and 
19th  cBntury  buildings,  the  expansion  of  the  Seaport  Museum, 
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and  the  addition  of  restaurants  and  cultural  facilities. 
The  total  public  and  private  investment  for  the  Seaport 
project  is  estimated  at  $91  million. 


CORPORATE   RELOCATION  HEADQUARTERS 

A  program  has  been  established  to  mobilize  the 
resources  of  the  private  and  public  sectors  for  the 
improvement  of  communications  between  government  and 
business  in  order  to  strengthen  the  city's  position 
as  the  nation's  corporate  headquarters  capital. 
It  bar;  been  successful  in  turning  aruund  some  potential 
move-outs,   in  addition  to  bringing  in  new  firms  which 
otherwise  might  not  have     come  to  New  York  City. 

The  program  has  now  progressed  to  the  point  where 
an  aggressive  national  and  international  corporate 
recruitment  program  can  be  initiated,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  the  City's  history,  we  will  be  all- 
ocating resources  for  the  sole  purpose  of  corporate 
recruitment. 
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TOURISM 

Tourism  is  the  City's  second  largest  industry 
contributing  over  $6  million  annually  in  taxes  to 
our  budget  and  generating  over  $1.5  million  to  our 
economy.     The  City  has  aggressively  chosen  to 
develop  and  expand  those  facilities  which  keep  it 
competitive  in  today's  convention  and  tourism  market. 
These  include  the  proposed  Convention    -  Exhibition 
Center,  the  Consolidated  Passenger  Ship  Terminals, 
and  the  Yankee  Stadium  project.

The  Times  Square  Information  Center  is  operated 
by  EDA  to  facilitate  the  location  of  both  services 
and  goods  to  merchants  as  well  as  tourists  and  local 
residents . 

Through  these  services  and  developments ,  the 
agency  helps  to  guide  development  policy  and  promote 
tourism  in  the  City  of  New  York. 
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REDEVELOPMENT  AREAS 

Through  the  efforts  of  EDA ,  two  areas  in  the 
City  of  New  York  have  been  designated  as  Redevelopment 
Areas  by  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration. 
These   are  the  Lower  East  Side  and  the  South  Bronx. 
These  designations  allow  for  the  Federal  Government 
to  support,  through  the  provision  of  grants  and  loans, 
projects  that  will  foster  the  economic  development  of 
these  areas. 


OPERATION  MAIN  STREET 

The  major  objective  of  this  program  is  to 
revive  the  economy  of  neighborhood  business  streets 
in  all  boroughs  of  the  City,  in  concert  with  local 
merchant  associations.     Currently,  44  streets  have 
been  involved  in  the  program  and    well  over  half 
are  in  the  implementation  stage.     Immediate  benefits 
from  this  program  are  new  high-intensity  sodium  street 
lights,  improved  traffic  flow,  enhanced  environs 
(landscaping,  street  improvements  and  sanitation  services 
and,  where  possible,  new  provision  for  off-street  parking 
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FORT  GREENE  HOUSING  OFFICE 


The  Fort  Greene  Housing  Office  was  established 
with  an  initial  grant  from  the  City  of  New  York  to 
alleviate  the  massive  displacement  of  low-income  res- 
idents from  the  area.     The  housing  office  is  working 
to  provide  new  housing  and  to  rehabilitate  the  exist- 
ing housing  stock  in  the  community  with  the  aid  of 
both  public  and  private  funds. 


THIRD  WORLD  CINEMA 

li'.DA  is  acquiring  a  building  in  Manhattan  lor  tne 
Third  World  Cinema  Production  Inc.,   a  newly  formed 
minority-controlled  motion  picture  company.  The 
objective  of  the  plan  is  to  provide  training  and  job 
opportunities  for  minority  groups  in  all  aspects  of 
movie  production  and  the  communications  industry. 
The  building  will  provide  space  for  both  commercial 
film  production  and  a  feature  film  training  workshop. 
Third  World  Cinema  will  be  located  at  Second  Avenue 
and  127th  Street;   the  acquisition  cost  will  be  $640,000. 


OPERATION  BRIDGEHEAD 

Owing  to  the  substantial  increase  in  Puerto  Rican 
manufacturing  capability,  many  Puerto  Rican  firms  are 
seeking  new  markets.     EDA  has  instituted  a  program  to 
assist  these  firms  in  marketing  their  products  to  the 
large  Hispanic  population  in  New  York  City,  thus 
opening  new  business  opportunities  to  our  residents.

NENA  HEALTH  CENTER 

Working  with  EDA,  the  Northeast  Neighborhood 
Association  na.s  iec^iveu  approval  ot  a  ^2.7  million 
grant  from  the  Federal  EDA,  which  represents  80  per 
cent  of  the  construction  cost  of  a  new  NENA  Comprehen- 
sive Health  Center  on  Manhattan's  Lower  East  Side. 
This  center  is  to  be  built  at  306-308  East  Third  Street. 
Community  groups,   coordinated  by  EDA,   are  raising 
$700,000  in  local  funds  as  required  by  the  Federal  grant 
to  complete  the  financing  of  the  project. 

The  new  ambulatory  care  center  will  replace  the 
existing  facility,  which  is  presently  capable  of  serving 
only  half  the  60,000  residents  of  this  community.  A 
total  of  135  new  permanent  medical,  paramedical  and 
service  jobs  will  be  created  by  construction  of  this 
new  health  facility. 


EXECUTIVE  VOLUNTEER  CORPS 


Operated  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Industry,  the  Executive  Volunteer  Corps  provides 
expert  advice  to  local  small  businesses  confronted 
with  problems  inherent  in  their  own  operations. 
Each  member  of  the  Corps  has  his  own  unique  field 
of  expertise,  thus   affording  the  businessmen  a 
complete  range  of  business  services. 

COMMUNITY  BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Office  of  Community  Business  Development 
is  concerned  with  the  fostering  of  new  businpsR 
enterprises ,  operated  by  members  of  the  local 
community,  in  the  City  of  New  York.     It  provides, 
through  its  linkages  with  other  public  agencies , 
guidance  and  information  required  by  a  new  business 
venture . 

SOUTH  BRONX  TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE  STAFF 

This  office  secured  funds  from  the  U.  S. 
Economic  Development  Administration  Technical 
Assistance  office  to  enable  the  South  Bronx 
Overall  Economic  Development  Corporation  to  hire 
a  full  time  technical  assistance  staff  to  advise 
the  O.E.D.  Corporation.  The  staff  has  also  initiated 


a  nuDber  of  projects  in  the  areas  of  large-scale 
economic  development,  small  business  development, 
community  organization,   and  manpower  coordination. 

'  HENRY  STREET  ARTS  CENTER 

The  Henry  Street" Arts-for-Living  Center," 
will  be  located  at  46  6-4  80  Grand  Street.  The 
facility  will  enable  the  Henry  Street  Settlement 
House  to  expand  its  current  programs  which  already 
serve  6,638  regular  members  of  the  Henry  Street 
Urban  Life  Center  and  the  community  at  large.  The 
construction  of  this  facility  was  made  possible 
by  a  $600,000  grant  from  the  U.   S.  Economic  Development 
Administration . 
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
